WASHINGTON, June 2%.—President 
Wilson and Attorney-General McRey- 
nolds had an early conference today 
to select a special prosecutor for the 
Caminetti-Diggs Mann act cases, and 
the Western Fuel Co. indictments in 
#e> Federal Court in San Francisco, It 
was said an announcement would be 


made before the end of the day. 

With the wheels of the Department of 
Justice grinding again on the celebrat- 

2d cases, administration officials made 
“no effort to conceal their relief. Of- 
ficial Washington reflected that feeling. 
Probably no issue wifh which President 
Wilson has had to deal -since his in- 
auguration has attracted such wide- 
spread attention.

President Wilson's attitude now was 
gaid at the White House to be that the 
-selection of capable counsel to carry the 
Cases to trial was a sufficient demon- 
stration of the sincere wish of the ad- 
ministration to have a vigorous prose- 
cution. 

It is Presjdent’s Wileon’s intention te 
get Francis J. Heney, if possible, to take 
the cases. He is regarded as being spe- 
cially desirable because he has no po- 
litical interests with the administration. 
Matt J. Sullivan and Thomas Hayden 
also are under consideration. Represen- 
tatives Kent and Baker have been men- 
tioned as possible selections for prose- 
cutors. Secretary Lane, a personal friend 
ef Heney’s, has been. asked to use his 
influence to get the lawyer to undertake 
the work. 

With the selection of a prosecutor and 
McNab’s resignation, the White House 
_ ‘will consider the noted cases a closed in- 

cident. 

The situation was precipitated by the 
telegram of McNab Saturday to the 
President &nd the Attorney-General, ac- 
cussing the latter of yielding to “rich 

and powerful influences” in ordering a 
postponement of these cases, the father 
cf one of the defendants being Anthony 
Caminetti, Commissioner-General of Im- 
migration. 

The subject absorbed the Cabinet 
meeting and last night the President 
came to his office to make public the 
full correspondence. First the President 
telegraphed McNab as follows: 

I greatly regret that you should 
have acted so hastily and under so 
complete misapprehension of the ac- 
tual circumstances; but, since you 
have chosen such a course, and have 
given your resignation the form of 
an inexcusable intimation of injust- 
fce and wrongdoing on the part of 
your superior, I release you without 
hesitation and accept your resigna- 

* tion to take effect at once.

Bacteriologist Harris says that if the 
hydrophobia infection does not develop 
within eight days she will be past all 
danger. 

Every precaution is being taken by

55 Quarts of Insects of Chinch 
Variety Sent to Macoupin 
County Committee.

Col. Ike Snedeker and. His 
Brother Caught ’"Em—lIke 
Writes a Letter. 


Farmers in Macoupin County, Ill, are 


making a profit out of a pest by taking 
advantage of one the strangest 
“bounty’’.oftgrs ever made. 

There have at different times been 
bounties for wolfs’ heads, fox tails, 
minks, prairie dogs, crows, sparrows, 
grasshoppers and rattleshakes. But 
newer and stranger than any of these 
is the chinch bug bounty. 

The chinch bug is a little insect that 
swoops down on growing wheat fields 
and destroys the crops. 

Macoupin County business men organ- 


ized a committee which offered $2 a 
bushel for all chinch bugs sent in by 
farmers to the committee headquarters 
at Carlinville. 

Col. Ike Snedeker: of Jerseyville, who 
with his brother, Dr. Frank S. Snedeker, 
owns a big farm at Plainview, Ill., was 
the fimst to claim the bounty. 

Snedekers Write Funny Letter. 

The Snedeker, Brothers’ first’ consign- 
ment of chinch bugs was actompanied 
by the following letter to R. E. Chiles, 
chairman of the committee: 
“Yourself and committee of progres- 
Sive citizens are to be congratulated in 
your effort to make war on the chinth 
bug. Your offer to pay $2 per bushel is 
very liberal. We accept it and have be- 
gun shipments. 

“Not knowing just what you might call 
a bushel, we thought that 32 full quarts 
might be satisfactory, and started to 
gather the bugs out of 10 holes on one 
side of 20 acres, where the hugs were 
coming out of the wheat. We soon had 
the 32 quarts, @nd 2 quarts additional, 
which we also pat in for good measure— 
we thought we Would clean out the 10 
holes while at it. This 1 the migday 
catch and the bugs do run as fast 
then as later in the evening, say along 
about 5 or 6 o’clock. , 

Tried Not t> Bruise Amy. 

“We, tried not to bruise any—just 
dipped them up and lowered them into a 
sack. We have been burning them out 
with a blow torch, but your startling 
offer has turned us te shame and we 
blush to look a bug in the face, when 
we think how very cruel we have been 
to his many close relatives. We want 
you pleased with this first shipment. 

“These especial bugs are not natives 
with us. Last year all on our place 
were killed. The  great-great-great- 
grandparents of these fellows flew in on 
us from the farms of some of the fei- 
lows who have been buying our last 
year’s corn crop. However, they ars 
wheat-fed, and well pedigreed, very act- 
ve and well developed, and capable or 
tackling the finest corn crop that ever 
grew out of the ground. The, sample in- 
cludes all sizes, colors and shapes. Some 
of the best line tacklers we ever saw— 
and we know a good one when we ses 
him—been seeing them for four years 
and ought to. 

‘“‘An even bushel measured is estimat- 
ed to contain about 8,200,000. Each pair 
will produce from 200 to 400 bugs. Un- 
der present favorable conditions - they 
will produce the limit, every six weeks. 
In a short time your committee ought 
not to be compelled to buy any more. 
You may remit by draft, 30 days cash, I 
per cent off 10 days. Advise if. you pre- 
fer future shipments in boxes, sacks or 
barrels. Very truly,

Other farmers have sent in chinch 
bugs and claimed the bounty, but they 
didn’t write letters like the one from 
Snedeker Bros. The committee is think- 
ing of hiring Col. Ike Snedeker as press 
agent for Macoupin County. At present. 
they say, he is hiding his light under a 
bushel. Col. Ike denies this and says he 
is using the bushel to measure more 
chinch bugs.

The Post-Dispatch printed on Tues- 
day the concluding article in the pres- 
ent series exposing irregularities in the 
expenditure of the public funds of East 
St. Louis. 

State’s Attorney Webb of St. Clair 
County, having carefully read the ar- 
ticle as he had those preceding it, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“I have given this matter hours and 

hours of thousht and I have reached 
the conclusion that the interests of the 
public can be best served by going into 
this investigat‘oa slowly and deliber+ 
ately. 
“There will be a new grand jury in 
East St. Louis in September, and it 
will have time to conduct this inquiry. 
I believe that I should be prepared with 
all the evidence possible before I present 
the cases to the grand jury. We have 
plenty of time, as the statute of limita- 
tions does not run in any of the cases 
under consideration for a long time. 

*T do not intend to be hurried in 
this matter by any person, and I am 
a little suspicious of East St. Louls 
interests which have publicly said 
that this matter should be taken up 
by a ‘special Grand Jury. I believe 
my office is competent to handle this 
investigation, just as it would handle 
any ordinary violation of the law. 

“T shall proceed with this inquiry 
as I would with any other, and when 
there is a Grand Jury in September, 
I shall present to it all the evidence 
the Post-Dispatch has obtained, as 
well as all evidence I have been able 
to gather. I helHeve this will result

Ella McClendon, Sturdivant, Mo.., 
Asserts She Cared for Injured 
Virginia Benefactor,

STURDIVANT, Mo., June %.—Miss 
Ella McClendon, claimant to large sums 
from the estates of two men in widely 
different parts of the country, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today 4 partial 
story of her eennection with the two 


strange cases. 
Miss McClendon, who was formerly 
assistant to th: Postmaster here, is at 
liberty under #1000 bond. She was in- 


dicted by the Federal grand jury in 
Cape Girardeau on the charge of using 
the mails to defraud, in her attempt to 
cash a $1000 check on a Colorado bank. 
The check bore the purported signature 
of one John Rohan, who died at Gower, 
Mo., last February. It was payable to 
“Ed Elders,’’ and postoffice inspectors 
who investigate] the case charge that’ 
“Elders” was apparently Miss McClen- 


‘don, and that she opened mail so ad- 


dressed. 

In spite of this charge, she is press- 
ing a claim for $8000 against Rohan’s 
estate in Johnson County, Mo., saying 
that the note was given to her in pay- 
ment for som® mining interests. 

Named as $125,000 Heiress, 

The second and bigger claim made by 
Miss McClendon became known fast 
Monday, through dispatches to the 
Post-Dispatch from Harrisonburg, Va., 
and through adcvices received at the 
same time by the postoffice inspectors 
and the District Attorney’s office in St. 
Louis. 

She is named as heir to $125,000 of 
the $200,000 estate of George M. Nich- 
olas, an aged bachelor of Rockingham 
County, Va., whose death from arsenic 
poisoning last August is still an un- 
solved mystery. The will which desig- 
nates her as heir was sent by mail to 
a county official at Harrisonburg, 14 
days after Nicnolas died, and after 
Charles H. Nicholas, one of his four 
trothers, had taken charge of the es- 
tate and begun to divide it. 

The anonymous sender of the will 
wrote that he robbed Nicholas of his 
rroney and papers shortly before his 
death, and that, seeing that a woman's 
fiheritance depended on the will, he 
decided to forward the document. The 
package containing it was postmarked 
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marry him, but he never actually did 
80. ; 

“In the last letter I got from him, 
shortly before he died, he wrote that 
he planned to visit me in Sturdivant. I 
told my family, and arranged to have 
him entertained, but soon after this 1 
heard that he was dead, and nert I 
heard from a Virginia lawyer that I 
had been named in his wili.”

11% MILES OF DEAD 
FISH AT HORSE SHOE LAKE 


All Water Is Dried Up and 
Madison County Health Au- 


thorities Fear Epidemic. 

Madison County, IIl., found itself con- 
fronted Wednesday with fish—dead fish. 
The fish, of every description, in Horse 
Shoe Lake, died when ‘the lake dried up 
Sunday. They were decomposing so rap- 
idly Wednesday that officials of Madi- 
son and Granite City expressed the fear 
that there would be an epidemic of sick- 
ness unless something is done. 

The odor arising from the bed of the 
lake could be detected for miles. Game 
Warden Heim of Marine, after an in- 
spection, reported that there was qa strip 
of ground 9% ,feet wide and 1% miles 
long covered with the dead fish. 

Some of. the fish Were ‘very large, 
weighing as much as 3%) pounds. The 
lake was heavily stocked with bass, 
croppie, sunfish, catfish, buffalo and 
other varieties. The drouth of six 
weeks in Madison County caused the 
lake to dry dap. 


SUN EXPLODES: NITRO BOX 


Man's Hand Injured When He 
Attempts to Paixt It. 
BARTLESVILLE, Ok., June %.—Ex- 
plosion of a metal box used for trans- 
mitting nitroglyccrin, as a result of be- 
ing exposed to the intense heat of the 
sun, mangled the right hand of Samuel 

F, Rice, a blacksmith, here today. 
The box had been left outside Rice's 
shop 4 be paece Tt is el tha 
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The Pasteur treatment, as adminis- 
tered at the city hospital under Dr. 
Harris’ direction, is the injection into 
the patient’s abdomen of serum pre- 
pared from the brains and spinal cords 
of rabbits. The rabbits have first been 
inoculated with virus from the heads of 
dogs which suffered from rabies. 

The first rabbit inoculated is not used, 
but the virus is passed through the 
systems of several rabbits. It then 
undergoes a process of vacuum culture 
in a temperature of 40 degrees below 
zero. 

The serum used by Dr. Harris has 
been 20 years in preparation and cul- 
ture, and is replenished by a constant 
sacrifice of rabbits and guinea pigs, 
whenever the head of a rabid dog is 
obtained to furnish the needed virus. 

The process of injection is not espe- 
cially painful. The injections must be 
made for eight days in succession. Of 
the four deaths from rabies in St. Louis 
in the last 18 months, none gf the pa- 


‘tients had taken the Pasteur treatment 


at the proper time, which its immediately 
after being bitten. 

Dr. Harris is advocating a dog-killing 
day, when the public shall stay indoors 
and the police and deputy city marshals 
shall shoot all unlicensed, unmuzzled 
and stray dogs.

Muszziled After July 1. 

An order that all dogs in Hast St. 
Louis must be muzzled after July 1 
was issued by the Board of Health 
Tuesday. The police were instructed 
to kill all unmmuzzled dogs after that 
date.

The motor cycle is nearly as deadly an 
engine at high speed as the automobile, and there 
is no reason why it should be tolerated as a ter- 
ror on the public highways. : 

Finally the question of the smoking motor 
should have the Municipal Assembly’s attention. 
New York and many other large cities do not 
allow the “dirty” automobile on the streets. It 
is among the worst of nuisances- in St. Louis. 
Smoking automobiles daily fill the downtown 
streets and the more important drives with foul, 


poisonous fumes. These are inimical to’ public} 


health, to say nothing of comfort; and are due to 
carelessness and neglect, the cure for which is 


legal penalty.

A Railroad Man on the Full Crew Law. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. : 

Heving read the article signed “Engineer,” per- 
mit me to reply. I have been a “knight” of the 
rail for the past 13 years and know the con ii- 
-tions that confront the railroad men ofthe pres- 
ent day. The writer of that article has evidently 
not taken into consideration the weight or length 
of the freight train of today and compared same 
with the train of the hand-brake and link-and- 
rin-couple day, nor has he any idea of the duties, 
dangers and hardships imposed on the conductors 
or brakemen of the present day. When the laws 
were passed compelling the railroads to equip 
all their engines and cars with automatic brakes 
and couplers, the railroads claimed the laws 
“drastic” and opposed them just as they now do 
the full crew law, but today they couldn't and 
wouldn't do without them, and why? Because 
they are a necessity as a safety measure 

Missouri’s full-crew law is also a necessity, as 
it is a protection for the public as well as for 
railroad employes, and is a real, genuine safety 
measure. Mr. Engineer, why have many of our 
other states full-crew laws? The answer is, It is 
a necessity for the protection and safety of the 
public and railroad employes. It is a favorite 
statement of the railroads that an increased num- 
ber of employes will not prevent wrecks. The 
third brakeman on a freight train of 40 cars or 
more is not too many. As a matter of fact, the 
trains run in Missouri average much longer than 
49 cars—more often 80 cars—and a third brake- 
man is needed to help safely handl€ such trains. 
The railroads in their public appeals point to the 
possibility of increased freight and passenger 
rates if this “unnecessary and drastic law” is 
passe. The list of killed or. injured, shewz 
that many would not have i occurred if 
enough men would have been employed on their 
trains to have prevented the so-called accident. 
This Engineer has evidently overlooked these 
facts, also the public. Tre Post-Dispatch is fair 
to the public, so kindly be fair to us railroad men, 
{ tao, and tell the public of these views and facts. 
By (1914 we will have the law. 

as this “Engineer” ever read the report of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission for the year 
ending June 30, 1912? It shows that 192 
employes were killed and 3324 employes injured 
coupling or uncoupling .cars, which many persons 
believe to be impossible with the automatic cou- 
pler and safety devices. Very many of these 192 
deaths and many of these 3324 injured were 
caused simply because not enough men were em- 
ployed to properly pass or see signals on the long 
trains they were required to handle and were 
either killed or injured, and not seen by the en- 
gineer, whose position was probably around a 
curve or from 60 to 120 car lengths away. Such 
as this can and does happen in yards as well as 
On roadsé ; E. J. WASSERZIEHR, 
Legislative Rep.

Between those who would enforce up- 
cn us, by law, their own peculiar brand 
of virtue, and those who would direct 
cur expenditure of our small earnings to 
swell their personal profit, to-wit, the 
restauranteurs, in this instance, our old- 
time innocent and friendly custom of 
coupling a free bite with a boughten 
drink or two has become a. misdemean- 
or. Supple and rliant legislators, curry- 
ing favor with .both these interested 
groups, have written one more upon the 
long, long list of inhibitions limiting the 
free expression of our —e frail 
humanity. 

Smile not, my top-hatted friends; this 
is no suitable subject for light laughter. 

It is another exhibition of man’s in- 
humanity to man, that cruel blindness 
of the spirit which in its various man- 
ifestations makes countless millions 
mourn. 

We that are presently prosperous— 
the majority of all who vote for legisla- 
tors—neglect a solemn duty when we 
fail vigorously to protest against and 
condemn such invasions of the few re- 
maining small privileges of the poor and 
the unfortunate. 

We need not worry for the busy 
clerk or merchant who rushes forth 
at middav to gulp a cooling glass: and 
grab a fistful of free lunch counter 
sandwich, merely to save time. He can 
improve his manners and his digestion 
by decorously taking bite and sup on 
clean linen in more formal fashion, and 
his purse can stand the added strain. 
(At that, however, rarely wil! he find, 
in even the most gilded restaurants, 
sliced roast so deliciously tender and 
adrippingly juicy, nor white bread so 
tickling to the palate and satisfying to 
the inner man’s demands as the dusky 
pumpernickel of the free lunch counte:, 
generously administered by a white- 
aproned friend of man). 

My protest is uttered fn behalf of 
the halt, the blind, the dispirited, the 
losers in lite’s battle who accept de- 
feat, and of the hardy conquerers 
who have won the fight for individual 
liberty by discarding all dispensable 
attachments, personal or proprietary, 
and for those who, having fallen for 
an hour beneath Fortune’s savage 
blows have the need of the friendly 
human touch and kindly word to re- 
new in their hearts the will to live, 
the courag® that comes back. Of all 
those, in short, who must make a 
nickel do the work of the rich man’s 
dollar—or renew acquaintance with 
that blazing crimson gnawing at the 
stomach’s pit which first so wonder- 
fully clears the victim's brain, then 
stupefies it. 

Bernard Shaw has written many 
grim and shining truths, none more 
keenly and completely self-evident 
than his declaration that we Ameri- 
cans are a nation of villagers. In 
truth, we are villagers, assembled 
suddenly in huge cities by millions, 
but as yet quite incompetent to dwell 
healthfully, cleanly, comfortably, like 
good neighbors, in our new environ- 
ment.

I had gone into Chicago, on crutches, 
weighing 90 pounds, the pale wreckage 
of vigorous youth. I had no shoes—thin 
slippers shod my feet against the icy 
sidewalks—but it was a keener pleasure 
than I can hope to make you fat and 
prosperous ones understand, to fee] the 
delicious chill, after long months of 
burning pain and impatience in hospital. 
I had $3.50, a young family in a distant 
city, and sought work to earn money for 


their food and shelter. 7 


My first step—so strong is the Ameri- 
can habit of extravagant expenditure— 
was to MPivest 6&0 cents in a lodging for a 
night, the money being paid over at 10 
o’clock a. m., in.advance. Then, seeking 
the stimulus of a mightier mind, I 
walked nine blocks to McClurg’s book 
store (leaning against the building walls 
at frequent intervals) and for $2.5) 
bought a leather-bound volume of Ba- 
con’s Essays. Returning thence to my 
room, I met a Salvation Army lass and 
gave her my remaining 50 cents. Now 
I was quite at the bottom. Every stroke 
must, therefore, be upward. 

Next morning (having overnight im- 
bibed enough Baconian stoicism to ar- 
mor me against fear and possible dis- 
appointment), I climbed a long stairway 
to a newspaper editorial office and 
asked for employment. It did not seem 
unreasonable, what I asked for; I 
knew something of life even then, and 
loved my kind and wished to serve 
them. Todcay I better understand the 
editor’s qufck reaction from the ghostly 
visitant, and his impatient:

Friends I had who would giadly have 
helped me, had they known my want.

It was the sécond day 
thereafter before I ate again. Mother 
M., of my lodging house, accepted my

“What was even more interesting 
than the striking changes shown in 
the bank’s gold holdings was the 
news contained in the Berlin dis- 
patches to the effect that the Impe- 
rial Bank had this week made large 
advances t) gold importers, and that 
important transactions of that nature 
n connection with the semi-annual 
settlement engagements might be 
looked for. 

“The apparent basis for this story 
was the extraordinary increase of
